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A Little Winter Music 
South Coast Chamber Concert in Marion

Music lovers were treated to a World Class per- 
formance as Tabor Academy's Lyndon South Auditorium 
played host to the South Coast Chamber Music Society's 
Winter Program on Saturday, January 20. The evening be- 
gan with a brief history lesson by the Society's President, 
Anthony J. Lewis, Ph.D., describing how composer Anto- 
nio Vivaldi's work was, for the most part, lost and forgot- 
ten, tucked away in the collections of two families for over 
200 years. The work resurfaced in the 1930s giving back to 
the world many of its most familiar melodies leading Mr. 
Lewis to joke: "Without the process of finding and main- 
taining this music we are left with, I suppose, the Rolling 
Stones and whatever else has come along since." With 
that, Mr. Lewis left the stage to the musicians. 

Chamber music is an intimate music played by 
small ensembles, inviting the audience in with its warm 
lilting voice. This is music that was originally played in 
small rooms such as a wealthy patron's parlor or a royal 
chamber, even perhaps, a church, not in large concert 
halls. As the musicians play the listener can hear every

part in creating a vision for the updated facility. To meet 
that goal, a Visioning Committee meeting will be held 
either at the Mattapoisett Town Hall or at Center School 
on March 10. During the meeting, town residents will be 
invited to take part in a planning session which will help 
to guide the direction the library will take in terms of pro- 
gram development, facility use, and other library policies. 

"We want input and responses from people in the 
town," Ms. Wallace said, adding that the library belongs 
to the taxpayers. "We want help planning what this build- 
ing is going to do." 

Ms. Wallace explained the Visioning Commit- 
tee would meet on the morning of Saturday, March 10, 
where participants would break into groups called SWOT 
sessions. These discussion groups are designed to help 
participants identify the strengths, weaknesses, opportu- 
nities, and threats that present themselves to the library 
and the community in general. The SWOT groups will 
break for lunch and then reconvene to determine where 
the library should concentrate its resources. 

"Ideally, this should make the community feel 
like they are part of the decision making process," Ms. 
Wallace said. "The library should be made available to 
everyone on a fair and equitable basis." 

"We'll also have an open house in the big finished 
building before the furniture and supplies go in," she 
added. 

Ms. Wallace invited any interested community

• Town of Mattapoisett - Mattapoisett has been 
awarded $3,375 to update their GIS parcel data so that it 
will be MassGlS Level 11 compliant.

lenge. I'm honored by it and I thank you very much." 

Selectman Andrews noted that despite the hurdles 
they had to overcome, it was worth the effort. 

"Someday it will be a better system, but we've 
built two beautiful schools in Mattapoisett," Selectman 
Andrews said, referring to the constraints of the state's 
prevailing wage law (MGL Chapter 149) which lead them 
to hiring unreliable and substandard contractors on the 
elementary school projects. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr Botel- 
ho noted they will be meeting on Friday to finalize the list 
of design firms for the Mattapoisett Fire Station project. 

Mr Botelho also reported that the town's Free 
Cash amount has been certified by the Massachusetts 
Department of Revenue (DOR) as "a little above $800,000." 
With about $1.25 million currently in the town's Stabiliza- 
tion Fund, they hope to return another $250,000 at the next 
Town Meeting to bring it up to an even $1.5 million. 

In other matters: 

• Mr Botelho noted that due to the Board of As- 
sessors' office being short-staffed for the immediate future, 
residents who are seeking to file an abatement can do so 
through his office or Melody Pacheco's office in Town Hall. 
The deadline to file for abatements is February 1. 

• Highway Surveyor Barry Denham sought assis- 
tance from the board in dealing with vehicles permanently 
parked on Sherwood Avenue. "I have a situation down on 
Sherwood Avenue (and) I've been to Building Department

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

January 22, 2007

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, January 22 at 
6:52 pm by Chairman Bradford Morse. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. McGaffey, 
Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, and Administra- 
tive Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
January 8 meeting and then noted receipt of a request to 
remove property currently under a Chapter 61A conserva- 
tion restriction from owner Karl Ashley. The property in 
question is located off High Street and the board noted the 
request has been forwarded to the Rochester Land Trust 
for consideration. The Land Trust may exercise their right 
of first refusal on the property before removing it from the 
conservation restriction. 

On a similar note, the board previously received 
a request to release another parcel located at 481 Roun- 
seville Road from a Chapter 61A conservation restriction 
and the Rochester Land Trust replied that they have no 
interest in purchasing the property. As such, the board 
unanimously voted to remove the property from the con- 
servation restriction.

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera noted budget proposals are due back to him at 
the beginning of February. "I would suggest the (Select- 
men) review the budgets during their February 5 meet- 
ing," Mr. LaCamera said. "I did sit down with the Board 
of Assessors and Town Accountant to go over funds avail- 
able for FY 2008. We don't have the state numbers yet, 
but it doesn't sound like there's going to be significant 
increase to cities and towns." 

Mr. LaCamera said he is also researching compa- 
nies to outsource the town's payroll system. "The payroll 
system is not where 1 think it should be and 1 think we 
should look into outsourcing it," he said. "I think it's 
cheaper to outsource than to (pay the maintenance) to 
keep it in-house." 

In meeting with the department heads periodical- 
ly, Mr. LaCamera added he would like to have consistent 
office hours for all town departments, both in the main 
Town Hall and Town Hall Annex. "I'll be meeting with 
the department heads on Thursday and I'll be propos- 
ing that all departments be open (to the public) from 9:00 
am to 4:00 pm, (Monday through Friday) with personnel 
working from 8:30 am to 4:30 pm. I just think we need to 
improve on that area." 

Mr. LaCamera also noted the town has received 
a $5,500 grant to hire a professional engineer to prepare a 
conservation restriction for nine acres of land that is being 
given to the town. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Project Manager 
Zachary H. Blake and Supervisor Joe Markarian of the 
Technical Assistance Section of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Revenue (DOR) to discuss their Financial Man- 
agement Review for the Town of Rochester.

"Back in March we requested the (DOR) review 
our financial operations," Chairman Morse said. 

"We began our process in November and contin- 
ued through January," Mr Blake said.

Another key recommendation in the 32-page 
report was that the town convert its Treasurer's position 
from elected to appointed, and eventually merge the Trea- 
surer and Collector position into a single, appointed post. 

"We always recommend that ... those who are 
mechanics of a sort require skills and the appropriate 
tools to do the job," Mr. Markarian said. "I think it's been 
demonstrated (in Rochester) that regardless of the good 
intentions, the (Treasurer's) position requires someone 
with (specific skills). Further down the road we also rec- 
ommend combining the Treasurer and Collector positions 
and making them an appointed position ... but right now 
you have a Tax Collector who has been doing the job for a 
long time and you appear to be satisfied with his perfor- 
mance." 

Some of the other major changes recommended 
by the DOR: 

• Regularly Reconcile Cash and Receivables; 

• Formalize a Capital Improvement Program; 

• Define and Develop a Human Resource Func- 
tion; 

• Convert Facilities Manager Position into a De- 
partment; 

• Move to Quarterly Tax Billing; 

• Establish a Deputy Assessor Under Town 
Administrator's Authority; and 

• Standardize Payroll for Town Employees.

"We 
think the human resources and personnel type issues are 
areas that are consuming more and more time on a day- 
to-day basis." 

Mr. Markarian also noted that the newly-estab- 
lished Facilities Manager position has worked to the 
town's advantage and they would recommend it become 
a department under the Town Administrator. 

"Based on our conversations, the Facilities Man- 
ager is a (person) whose opinion has been sought out on 
a regular basis and (we feel it is) important to make that 
a department position," Mr. Markarian said. "He would 
continue to report to the Town Administrator and would 
not make decisions unilaterally." 

Recognizing that quarterly tax bills would put an 
extra burder on Town Hall resources, Mr. Markarian also 
said it would greatly improve the town's cash flow. 

"It also works out well for townspeople because 
they're paying smaller tax bills," he said. 

Mr. Markarian also stressed the importance of 
getting professional assistance for the Board of Assessors. 
Although the current board is comprised of skilled people 
who are willing to put in the needed time and effort, that 
might not always be the case in the future. 

"Of all the other recommendations, the one I 
would speak to most involves the Assessors' Office," Mr. 
Markarian said. "I think the Board of Assessors would do

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well to bring in professional help to assist their office." 

The Board of Selectmen thanked the DOR for 
their guidance and support and seemed to agree with the 
majority of the recommended changes. 

"1 read the report ... 1 think it provides a lot of 
good recommendations and changes," Selectman Nunes 
said, before questioning the fees which have been collect- 
ed by the Town Clerk's office that have not been recorded 
through the Treasurer's office. 

"We would encourage a formal procedure ... if 
there are any monies received at Town Hall, we would 
encourage that receipts go through (the Treasurer's office), 
and anyone receiving money should be bonded," Mr. 
Markarian said. "The Town Clerk is entitled to keep fees 
collected under law, (so) it's lawful. Whenever the town 
makes the change (to an appointed Treasurer), it should 
be understood that the salary would be commensurate 
with (those additional fees). It's really a zero-sum game, 
because the fees would go into the general fund, which 
funds the salary or stipend." 

When the board opened up the floor to ques- 
tions from the public, former Town Accountant Claudette 
Coutu asked why she wasn't interviewed as part of the 
DOR's fact-finding process. 

"I see numerous sections which address duties 
which the former Town Accountant did or did not do," 
Ms. Coutu said. "1 just wonder why 1 was not contacted 
... because there are some errors in the report that I've

found." 

"Our policy is generally not to interview people 
outside of town government," Mr. Markarian said. "I'd 
be happy to speak with you after, but I don't think it's 
pertinent to moving forward with the town's recommen- 
dations." 

"We're looking at this as a tool to move forward 
into the future," Chairman Morse agreed. "I wasn't sur- 
prised by anything in the report. I think it hit all the major 
points." 

On a related note, Mr. LaCamera next noted he 
has scheduled a meeting with Town Treasurer Naida 
Parker to review the town's general ledger since the num- 
bers have not been reconciled and there are discrepancies 
in the figures. 

"The cash reconciliation with the general ledger 
has not been reconciled in 18 months," Mr. LaCamera 
said. "There is a discrepancy ... of about $133,000 which is 
having a negative effect on getting our Free Cash certi- 
fied. Tomorrow I have a meeting with the Town Treasurer 
to discuss and review the cash reconciliations from July 
1, 2005 through June 30, 2006. The board should know 
that this issue needs to resolved immediately ... because 
we're already six months behind. If these discrepancies 
cannot be resolved this week, we may have to bring in an 
independent auditor to reconcile the cash receipts. This 
has got to be fixed now ... we've wasted too much time 
already."

Mattapoisett Taxes Due 

The third quarter of the 2007 Actual Tax Bills 
are due February 1. Tax bills, which included payment 
coupons for both the third and fourth quarters attached at 
the bottom of the bills with the receipt portion at the top, 
were mailed on December 29, 2006. 

Taxpayers should retain the fourth quarter pay- 
ment coupon for payment due by May 1. No other noti- 
fication will be mailed. Notices of due dates will appear 
quarterly in The Wanderer, on the Town's website, on local 
cable TV and on the Lion's Club board on Route 6. There 
will be a 50 cent charge for reprinting a tax bill. 

Taxpayers are encouraged to register for making 
online payments on the eBill website at www.mcc.net. By 
using eBill taxpayers can have their payments withdrawn 
from their checking or savings accounts or can make pay- 
ments using MasterCard, American Express and Discover 
credit cards. Payments can be made using eBill imtil 11:59 
pm on the due date of February 1. 

To avoid long lines at the Tax Collector's Office, 
taxpayers may mail their payments to P.O. Box 1596 or 
use the drop-off box (located in the wall to the left of the 
front door of Town Hall). The receipt portion and third 
quarter coupon may be brought to the office with pay- 
ment during normal work hours. 

According to State statute failure to receive a tax 
bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting interest if the payment 
is late. If payment is not received in the Collector's Office 
by the due date, interest shall accrue daily at a rate of 14 
percent per state law. Past due amounts and accrued inter- 
est appear on the third quarter coupon.

Renowned mountaineer Rick Wilcox, who in 1991 
led the first successful expedition organized by climbers 
from the eastern United States to the summit of Mount 
Everest, will give a lively, illustrated account of this ad- 
venture at Marion's Music Hall on Friday, January 26 at 
7:30 pm.

Royal Hush

The Queen. Starring Helen Mirren and Michael Sheen. Di- 
rected by Stephen Frears. Running time: 103 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. 

Princess Diana was mourned by the world's public to a degree 
not seen since Elvis was found on the toilet. Though she came from 
royalty, Diana seemed to be viewed as the storybook every girl who 
had found her prince. I tend to think back on her as an attractive 
blank that millions of people projected onto — an image of per- 
severance and charity. Even Americans were fascinated by Diana, 
an unseemly sentiment from a people descended from opponents 
to the very idea of the throne. 

The conflict of The Queen, a small but precise drama chroni- 
cling the immediate aftermath of Diana's death and its impact on 
England and the Royal Family, is between the traditional and the 
modem — on more levels than one. In a prologue to the events, we 
see Tony Blair (Michael Sheen) ascending to the office of Prime 
Minister on a wave of public support. Blair pays his first visit to 
Queen Elizabeth (Helen Mirren), who knows that he has risen based 
on his spoken intent to "modernize." Yes, good luck with that while 
Fm still here, her manner seems to sneer, though outwardly she is 
never less than polite. 

After Diana's fatal crash, the English public launches into 
sloppy mass grieving. This is not a response the Queen has been 
aware of in her Hfetime — she can perhaps be forgiven for missing 
the flower-bedecked shrines to John Lennon. Who are these people? 
Surely they're not the stoic English people she remembers. The 
world looks to England for an example of dignity and grace under 
pressure, not this ... this public sobbing. What the Queen hasn't 
antipicated, because she only knew Diana as a rather annoying girl 
who never knew her role, is Diana's phenomenal popularity among 
the people — indeed, "the people's princess," as Blair refers to 
her. 



Director Stephen Frears and writer Peter Morgan keep the 
behind-the-curtains intrigue on a low simmer. Nobody could really 
have believed that the public would rise up and howl for the Queen 's 
head because she failed to respond publicly to Diana's passing; but 
Blair points to rumblings in the press as proof that she's really not 
getting the point of all this. This isn't just the death of a former 
HRH, or the death of a woman; this is the death of a symbol of 
idealism — the sort of modernized sensibility shared by Tony Blair 
and anathema to the royal way of life. In effect, the Queen must 
publicly mourn something she cannot conceive of supporting. 

Playing a woman who never shows her emotional hand, Helen 
Mirren gets all of this across with the tiniest flickers of doubt. She 
allows the Queen her dignified remoteness while quietly subverting 
it — which comes across as the Queen, once a young woman herself, 
subverting herself With animals, such as her beloved Corgis, the 
Queen is comfortable and cheerful, because they don't know she's 
the Queen, nor do they angle for her favor for political reasons. And 
she gets a look at a mighty stag, soon to be shot down sloppily and 
hung up ignominiously, and she might conclude that the idea of 
royalty might suffer a similar fate in the tabloids, or worse. Mirren 
gives the opposite of an over-the-top Oscar-chasing performance, 
which makes the increasingly likely prospect of her actually winning 
one all the more tickling. Like the Queen, Mirren is saying: This is 
how you act, this is how you survive, this is how you reign.

Things are noticeably quiet in Marion this week, 
and not in a good way. The town remains in hushed 
mourning over the loss of yet another of its active and 
dedicated volunteers. 

A vibrant "voice of the people" has forever been 
silenced. 

Sadly, on Wednesday, January 17, Kathleen "Kay" 
Reis died unexpectedly at Tobey Hospital. 

For many in Marion, just the mention of Kay Reis' 
name conjures an immediate image of the fiesty, opin- 
ionated and always -vocal woman who dared not only 
to challenge and question the "powers that be," but also 
vehemently worked towards affecting change. 

Never content to sit on the sidelines and wait to 
react to situations, Kay preferred to be proactive and 
took on many leadership roles during her 42-plus years 
as a proud Marion resident. 

Among Kay's many roles in Marion, she was a 
vital member of the League of Women Voters (LWV), 
was one of the founding members of the Volunteers at 
Sippican Elementary (VASE), was a member of the 
Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA), served on both the 
local Marion School Committee and regional ORR 
School Committee, was a member of the Conservation 
Commission (ConCom), the Open Space Commission, 
the Growth Management Committee, the Tree Planting 
Committee, and the Garden Committee. 

I'm proud to say I not only had the distinct plea- 
sure of knowing Kay on a professional basis through 
my work here at The Wanderer, but also on a personal 
level through a mutual friend. My heart goes out to her 
husband. Dr. Richard H. Reis, a former professor of 
mine who also helped me better appreciate the value 
of fantasy literature and encouraged me to revisit the 
great works of J.R.R. Tolkien and his ever-popular Lor^^ 
of the Rings trilogy. 



I know I'll miss Kay's surefire way of cutting to 
the chase during Marion Town Meetings, often using 
a comical anecdote or sly statement to punctuate her 
point. And although she was a great proponent of free 
speech, she also knew when some belabored arguments 
and debates on Town Meeting floor had gone beyond 
reason, sharply calling to "move the question." 

Kay was the rarest kind of person who could ef- 
fortlessly take an opposing view, state her case with 
perfect eloquence, agree to disagree with a smile, and 
move on. She would often corner me after a meeting 
about something I wrote — sometimes about things 
published on this very page — and give me the verbal 
equivalent of a broad slap on the back ... or poke holes 
through my argument like it was nothing more than a 
slice of Swiss cheese. 

And yet, whether she agreed or disagreed with 
me, Kay was never condescending or dismissive. As a 
former librarian and educator, she truly believed that 
every opinion counted, every voice should be heard. 
Free press and free speech have lost one of their great- 
est advocates with the passing of Kay Reis. 

After nearly two decades of covering tri-town 
politics, I've also come to learn there are certain people 
like Kay Reis who will always stand out as the true 
pillars of their community. Although they don't have 
the high profile positions which keep their names and 
comments in the press on a weekly basis, they remain 
just as important and integral to the success of small- 
town government. 

I was proud to notify Kay that she had been selected 
to receive our annual "Wanderer Keel Award" for com- 
munity service in 2000 — the millennial year. In many 
ways I think that couldn't have been more appropriate, 
since Kay Reis helped Marion evolve from the previous 
century and her legacy will last well into the next.

I hate numbers. I hate math. 

I've just never had the knack for processing those odd-looking 
digits effectively. 

Oh, sure, I can add and subtract enough to get by. 

Add this week's paycheck to my checking account, then sub- 
tract all the bills due and I usually end up with about $25 ... if I'm 
lucky. 

But I'm not what you would call a "numbers" person. If you 
can't guess, words are my thing. 

Which is pretty much par for the course in life. If you're a 
numbers person, you're probably not much of a wordsmith. Al- 
temately, if you're good at writing, you probably can't do much 
beyond balance a checkbook. 

It's the old right-brain, left-brain thing. 

Thankfully, I've managed to find a career path where my stron- 
gest talents come in handy. 

And, let's face it, some jobs just require a certain level of skill 
and proficiency. Which is why you typically have to interview with 
someone for most jobs after you've first demonstrated previous 
experience and knowledge. 

But in another fine example of how far removed small town 
govemment is from the real world, there are still key jobs within 
the municipal structure that are filled through the elective process 
... something akin to being put in charge of a multi-million-dollar 
company after winning a glorified popularity contest. 

I've vented in this space before about how both Marion and 
Rochester need to follow Mattapoisett's lead in swiftly making 
key positions such as Town Treasurer and Tax Collector appointed 
rather than elected positions, and this past week two events only 
served to add fuel to that fire in Rochester 

First up was the release of the "Financial Management Review 
for the Town of Rochester" commissioned by the Board of Select- 
men last year and delivered firsthand by representatives of the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue (DOR). 

Although the report was essentially about finances, it was writ- 
ten in clear-cut prose, so 1 could easily wrap my head around it. 

Lo and behold, among the key recommendations contained 
therein was that the town convert its Treasurer's position from 
elected to appointed, and eventually merge the Treasurer and 
Collector position into a single, appointed post. 

"Those who are mechanics of a sort require skills and the ap- 
propriate tools to do the job," explained Joe Markarian, Supervisor 
of the Technical Assistance Section of the DOR. 



That being said, I want to say that longtime Town Clerk and 
former Selectman Naida Parker is to be commended for step- 
ping up and taking out nomination papers in 2005 for the elected 
Treasurer's position when no one else would. When you consider 
the alternative of either a vacant Treasurer 's office or, even worse, 
someone who not only lacks the skills and knowledge to do the 
Treasurer's job but also knows nothing of Rochester and the 
workings within Town Hall, then Ms. Parker was certainly a good 
option. 

But her subsequent election to the office really points up the 
reason why it should become and remain an appointed, profes- 
sional position. 

"I think it's been demonstrated (in Rochester) that regardless 
of the good intentions involved, the (Treasurer's) position requires 
someone with (specific skills)," Mr. Markarian noted in his com- 
ments to the Board of Selectmen earlier this week. 

As if to underscore that statement. Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera reported to the board during the same meeting that he 
planned to meet with Ms. Parker later this week to review the 
town's general ledger accounts from July 1, 2005 through June 
30, 2006 which have "not been reconciled in 18 months," he said. 
He also noted there is a discrepancy of some $133,000 which is 
keeping the town from getting its Free Cash certified for the new 
fiscal year 

"The board should know that this issue needs to resolved 
immediately ... because we're already six months behind," Mr. 
LaCamera said. "If these discrepancies cannot be resolved this 
week, we may have to bring in an independent auditor to reconcile 
the cash receipts. This has got to be fixed now ... we've wasted 
too much time already." 

It's becoming more and more obvious that the Treasurer's office 
is an integral spoke in the wheel of Rochester's town govemment, 
and small delays and hiccups like this — be they honest mistakes 
or more serious lapses in judgement — create a domino effect that 
can hold up other town departments and services to no end. And 
with the certification of Free Cash now in jeopardy, that affects 
every town department from the top down. 

But there may be an end to this number crunch in sight. 

With a planned provision to change the Treasurer's position 
from elected to appointed going before voters on the Annual 
Town Election ballot this spring, as urged by the DOR this week, 
it would seem that Rochester might soon be getting back on track 
financially.
